After that Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson would 
under the No. s l plan have the pow- 
er to set the supoort price and it 
is at this point where the two farm- 
er groups disagreed, the Fanners 
Union fearing low supports. 

The Farm Bureau leaders believe 
that by allowing .the price to aright 
itself on the consumer demand 
basis, tihere will be less surplus 
and therefore a natural condition, 
hut that if the supports are high, 
the surplus will be corresponding- 
ly greater leading to disaster. 

Should the nation turn in an 
83.8 ratio for No. 1 over No. 2 
plan, as has Lake County, the two- 
thirds approval Jiecessary is assured.

he left school on November 20. 
. In on attempt to learn of his 
whereabout the description noting 
the scar on his chin caused the 
iFB.I. to match descriptions and 
identify him as the robber. 

Wagner was still Jiving on the 
money he had stolen and this made 
possible his apprehension In Okla- 
homa City where he in a few days 
spent $1,800 on women and $1,800 
to soup up a $3,500 convertible. 
He still had $4,575 in his possession. 

The Chicago youth said he only 
meant to steal enough money to 
pay his first year's schooling at 
M.I.T., but was overwhelmed by 
the large amount and his lavish 
spending 'was his undoing as a 
good student in college. 

He said he wore no mask at Rich- 
mond to give the bank officials a

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FAIRNESS TO THE * SELF-EMPLOYED 

"The Jenkins-Keogh proposal is the essence of 
free enterprise and self-reliance/' said the president 
of the American Bar Association. This strongly- 
tacked, proposed federal law would allow a self-em- 
ployed person to deduct from his gross income each 
year a limited amount of earned income contributed 
by him to a restricted retirement fund, or paid in as 
premiums to purchase, a restricted retirement annu- 
ity contract. Not more- .than $5,000 a year or $100,000 
in a lifetime could be thus deducted/ 

The reason for the measure is that present-day 
taxes and living costs make it difficult and, in some 
cases, virtually impossible for self-employed people 
to create an old-age retirement fund out of current 
income. There are some 10. million citizens in that 
boat — lawyers, doctors, farmers, small businessmen, 
and so on. They arc in ah entirely different position 
than those who work for others and can participate 
in employee pension plans,, which are deemed a busi- 
ness expense and constitute a tax deduction for the 
employer. . / 

Leading spokesmen for." both the parties have 
endorsed the underlying principle of the Jenkins- 
Keogh bill. The .Secretary of the Treasury has 
granted that present revenue laws are unfair' to the 
self-employed. The! measure, is supported by many 
newspapers and other voices of opinion. The hope 
is that this or a similar; measure will gain well- 
merited approval in Uic next Congress.

WHERE THE EXPERTS AGREE 

"A phenomenon of these Mid-20th Century years is 
the publication of a scries of searching studies on 
future energy needs of the United States and the 
world," reports the National Coal Association. "A 
startling characteristic common to all of these fore- 
casts is the unanimity on the higher annUal production • 
of coal that will be required to meet future total 
energy" needs of the United States in the next quarter 
century." * 

The forecasting groups include the President's 
Materials Policy Commission, the Panel on the Im- 
pact of the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy, and the 
U. S. Bureau of Mines. The gist of their findings is 
that by 1975 annual output will be higher than in any 
year the coal industry has so far known, and will con- 
tinue to rise. 

This may seem odd to those who have been led 
to believe that • atomic energy will make all other 
sources of energy obsolete. That belief is not held by 
the scientists and other experts involved. They feel 
that the atom will be just another important energy 
source — arid that every source, coal included, will 
have to be used to the fullest extent in a natoin and a 
world whose energy hunger will be all but insatiable.

Odorless Gas Insidious Killer. 

With cold weather comes one of 
the most vicious threats to human 
jjfc-_<:arbon monoxide gas poison- 
ing. Because of its odorless, color- 
less and tasteless qualities, the gas 
attacks its victims without warning, 
frequently resulting in death, the 
Educational Committee of the Illi- 
nois State Medical Society observes 
in Health Talk. 

The most common source of car- 
bon monoxide gas is the exhaust 
from an automobile In real cold 
weather, persons are inclined to 
drive with the windows tightly 
closed. The exhaust, fumes seep 
into the car where, they are inhaled. 
Because of the odorless, colorless 
and tasteless characteristics, per- 
sons breathing the fumes are un- 
aware of the gas until symptoms 
develop. These vary, depending on 
the amount and time of exposure. 



The first symptom may be head- 
ache, then dizziness, muscular 
weakness, disturbed memory, loss 
of consciousness, coma and fre- 
quently death. One frightful com- 
plication, as the condition progress- 
es, is the inability to move because 
of muscular weakness even though 
consciousness remains. 

How does this strange gas act 
chemically? As it is inhaled, the 
carbon monoxide mixes with the 
hemoglobin, the oxygen-carrying 
red pigment of the red corpuscles 
in the blood. The normal- function 
of red cells to carry oxygen from 
the lungs throughout the body is 
essential to. good health. When 
their purpose is impeded by con- 
veying carbon monoxide gas, in- 
stead of oxygen, suffocation results. 

While carbon monoxide gas poi- 
soning can occur at any time, the 
condition is more acute in cold 
weather when there is a tendency 
to keep windows and doors closed. 
This is particularly true in garages 
and homes using improperly work- 
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See that fresh air is drifting into 
your garage should you have the 
motor running in your car, and into 
your home should you be using gas 
heating equipment and appliances. 
Remember that carbon monoxide 
gas poisoning is a preventable acci- 
dent, but one that, through care- 
lessness and inattention, produces 
severe brain damage and takes nu- 
merous lives. Don't be a carbon 
monoxide statistic!

ing heating equipment and gas 
burning appliances. 

"Whenever coal, wood, oil or any 
other fuel is burned, carbon mon- 
oxide forms, During cold weather, 
ventilation is likely to be reduced to 
a minimum. This encourages in- 
creased concentrations of the gas 
to build up If a person is exposed 
for a long period of time without 
detection, death will result. If, 
however, the victim is found before 
too long after exposure, fresh air 
should be admitted and artificial 
the patient should be taken to a hos- 
pital where life-saving techniques 
are available, and blood transfu- 
sions given should they be neces- 
sary. 

Accidents from carbon monoxide 
are preventable. Don't drive your 
car with the windows tightly shut 
Keep fresh air coming in to dissi- 
pate the fumes. Remember that 
the insidious characteristics of this 
killer give you no warning of its

The Lutheran Congregation at 
Wilmot, Wis., had its beginning in 
rthe fall of 1806. Pastor Steerkel 
of Slades Corners came to gather 
the people together. The church 
consisted of a small group with 
nine charter members. Herman 
Wald, Anton Sherf, John Hasselman, 
William Schmidt, Carl Gauger, An- 
drew Wcihrauch, Joaehim Bern- 
heeft, Fredrich Pagel and Bern* 
hard Riese, John , Keehler joined 
in 1807. 

The first church council members 
were Herman Wald, Carl Gauger 
and Joaehim Bernheeft. Three or 
four years after the organization 
a house and lot were purchased 
from a Mr. Schumacher. This pro- 
perty is the one upon which the 
church has stood for ninety years. 
The house was rebuilt to serve as 
a church at the cost of $500.00. 

The pastor at- Slades Corners 
served, a number of congregations. 
An arrangement was made to have 
the Lutheran minister of Burling- 
ton serve at Wilmot. Rev. Schug 
served from 1868—1873. Rev. Thlele 
1873—1874. Pastor J. J. Meyer of 
Slades Corners, 1874—1875. Pastor 
Eckelmani 1875 — 1878. During the 
80*5 a Pastor C. Titze, who had 
severed relations with the Wis, 
Synod and pursuaded the Congre- 
gation to make him their pastor. 
Several members protested and thus 
a division of the small group ap- 
peared with Pastor Goldammer as 
pastor of the opposition", this re- 
mained for about 30 years. One 
church ' was called the German 
Evangelical Lutheran church, the 
other Evangelical Lutheran St. 
Peters church. 

On January 10, 1909 the two 
churches joined to form the present 
Evengelical Lutheran Peace church. 
During 1909 erection of a new 
parsonage was begun. Total cost 
of land and buildings was $2,030. 
Mr. George Schmalfeldt of Silver 
Lake, Wis. was the Contractor. 

1916 the 50th anniversary of the 
church, electric lights were instal- 
led, the alter niched trustees room 
and the Sacristy were added to the 
building, a furnace was installed, 
Art glass windows donated. The 
building work was done by August 
Himmelman of' Twin Lakes, Wis., 
Carl Rieman. A mew reed organ 
was a gift of the young People 
Society. 

Peace Church Messenger a parish 
paper was founded in 1927 and a 
pipe organ procured. 
r January 14, , 1931 fire severely 
damaged the parsonage and it was 
redone by Mr. George Schmalfeldt, 
Silver Lake. 1938 Oct. 19: Death of 
Pastor S. A. Jelele who had served 
from Dec. 1908. Upon the death of 
this faithful shepard amd spiritual 
guide, Pastor H Diehl of Lake Gen- 
eva was asked to serve as vacancy 
pastor until a new' man should be 
called. Paster Diehl with the as- 
sistance of Professors Wendland and 
Meyer carried on the pastoral work 
until April 16, 1939 when Pastor 
R. P. Otto was installed. The follow- 
ing is a brief summary of what has 
happened from 1939 until the pres- 
ent: 

1941 — 75th Anniversary of the con>- 
gregatiani Church redecorated, new 
lighting fixtures., 

1942 — Parking lot was purchased. 
This property has become the site 
of our new church. 

1946 — A new oil burner and boiler 
were installed in the parsonage. 
1947 — Vacation Bible school insti- 
tuted with 23 scholars. Last summer 
there were 70 — 80. 

1947 — Permission was sought and 
granted to start services in Antioch. 
1948 — Services • begun in the An- 
tioch Legion Hall. Easter Sunday, 
March 28th. 

1950 — Synod Centennial observance 
together with sister congregations 
in Lake Geneva High School. 
, 1950— iFirst suggestions of a build- 
ing program.. 

1951— Faith Church, Antioch, the 
daughter congregation^ organized. 
This was made possible when 61 
communicants were granted trans- 
ifers. 

1954 — In the annual meeting the 
resolution was adopted to build a 
mewohurch. The desire to do this 
was prompted to some extent by 
the bequest of the late Anna B. 
Hasselman. The congregation real- 
ized almost $10,000. through this 
bequest. , 

1955-^July 17th Ground breaking 
cermonies to the new church build- 
ing. 

1856— January 29th the Cornerstone 
was laid. Pastor Charles Pound was 
the guest speaker. 

.The new church 'is contemporary 
design constructed of finest materals 
available for beauty and perman- 
ence. The building is 110 feet long 
iby 31 feet wide at the nave. The 
walls are of masonary: Lightweight

The main feature of the 
outside is the large arches' which 
rises from the ground and reaches 
to the ridge of the roof.
